“Pilate . . . released Barabbas . . .” 


Barabbas was a lucky. fellow! 

Let us. examine that. ‘Statement. 

‘There is one part of Barabbas’ life that is 
widely misunderstood. ‘The average person, read- 
ing. that ‘ ‘Barabbas was a robber’’, thinks in 
terms ‘of the twentieth century, or at most of 
the nineteenth or eighteenth; that. is about: as 


far back as we are able to project our imagina- 


tions. ; 

We must go further back this” morning and put 
ourselves into” the Jewish and Roman context of 
the first century. If we do = that, along with 
word- ~grubbing, we shall not come up with any- 
thing dike John Dillinger. We are more likely 
to find a man like Robin, Hood. In 12th century 
England, Robin. Hood robbed only ‘one class of 
people, and since this class was in the minority 
and. was well- hated, Robin Hood was very popular 
with the majority. : 

‘But first - some word- -grubbing. A great deal 
can be learned from names. Just as ‘our prefix 
‘Mac’? in MacDonald and MacPherson and MacDougall 


originally meant the son of Donald, the son of: 


Pherson, and the son of Dougall; and. the German 
‘‘Von’’ in Von Hugal meant. the son of Hugel, 
so the Aramaic prefix ‘‘Bar’’ meant ‘‘the son 
of? , “+ Bar- Jonas’’ meant the “ ‘son. of Jonas’ *:

‘Barnabas’’ was the ‘‘son of Nabas’’ the prophet, 
and ‘‘Barabbas’’ was the ‘‘son of Abba’’. ‘ ‘Abba’? 
in Aramaic ‘and Hebrew meant ‘‘father’’. It 
shows up in, our, ‘English word abbot. It means, 
not ‘ ‘father’? in the sense of a chip off ‘ ‘the 
old block’? but. in. the sense of teacher. 
Now it is remotely possible. that the latter 
part of Barabbas’ name was a « chand= -me-down’? 


over. the years. - that somewhere in the remote 


past in Barabbas’ ancestry there had been a 
rabbi.- the word “trapbi’’? is simply _ffabbar? 


spelled with an ‘+r’? - there may have been a 
distinguished rabbi whose Son was. called ‘ ‘the 
rabbi’s son’’, and so the name ‘‘Barabbi?? or 


‘«Barabbas’’ was passed down for generations. 
But that ‘would be’ to read too much of our modern

‘‘saviour,’’ ‘the word that gathered up: the fer- 
vent. longings ‘of many Jewish ‘people who hoped 
that a son born’ to them would be the heaven= 
sent. deliverer from a foreign power. Barabbas’ 
first name, in other words, was Jesus. 

If that is so, it gives point to Pilate” Ss 
phrasing of his question to the Jews who thronged 
him and asked for the release of a prisoner. 
He was asking, ‘shall I release to’ you Jesus 
Barabbas, or Jesus. Christ; ‘Jesus thé son of a 
teacher, or Jesus the teacher; Jesus the “son. of 
a rabbi, or Jesus the son of God?

We’ re not above discovering humor in 
but most of us are serious enough to go 


There isa. notion floating about that God is. 


not accessible in an age of science. The phys- 
icist has returned from his exploration of the 
physical universe and reported that in the space- 
time-matter combination he has not come across 
God. God is not in the dance of atoms, nor in 
the split atom. If space, time, and matter, 
and their combinations are all we have, where 
is God? 

Some well- meaning folk have reassembled their 
arguments for God on another front. They have 
said, ‘‘True, God is not. in the physical .universe. 
But he is in-the universe of meanings and values. 
He is in the beauty of the. rose, .in: the symmetry 
of truth, in the innocence .of a child and the 
character of a saint.’’ . 

The physicist and those who take his findings 


‘seriously are not apt to be impressed with this 


shift of ground. Unless God is to be found in 
the practical realm, in the historical scene, 
all other intimations of him are bound to be 


weak. 


Long ago, one. who professed to know his way 
about in these matters -. John the: Evangelist, 
co-author with Matthew, Mark, and Luke - made 
He said - antic-. 
ipating all physicists of later times -. ‘‘No man 
hath seen God at any time.’’ And then he said 
something else, disagreeing. with a. whole school 
of theologians who reduce God to a wisp of intu- 
itive values --.John .said,..‘‘The only begotten 
Son, who is in the bosom of the Father, he hath 
declared him.’’ That puts God back where he 
belongs; it puts him in history. 

The language of John is quaint, but it is ‘very 
meaningful. «The bosom of the Father’’ has 
nothing to: do with anyone’s chest. . It is an 
ancient way of speaking of the place of intimacy,

This is not meant to water down: any 
‘statement concerning: inspiration,: but: simply to 
say that honesty demands. that. we merely read 
the Bible, not read into. I see no clear.:defini- 
tion of the manner. of inspiration, for I:.:do. not 
believe the Bible makes any such precise’ state- 
ment.
